Speaking before IOO railroad men, 
shippers and representatives of the 
grain trade, the form er chairman of 
the Shippers’ Board referred 
scath­ 
ingly to ’’price-flxing 
and 
McNary- 
H augenism ” 
in 
discussing 
recent 
m oves of the farm board. 
The shippers m et here today to con­ 
sider current problem s o f grain mar­ 
keting and term inal storage situations 
st D uluth, Superior and Mtnneapolia. 
“D uring the past year," Reed said, 
“the heavy influx of grain to terminal 
elevators becam e so great that there 
w as talk of a congressional investiga- 
tion. 
The federal farm board Anally 
determ ined that a greatly congealed 
situation did exist and a slowing up 
in the grain m ovem ent w as the only 
rem edy. 
“The farm ers w ere told higher price 
aw aited the m an w ho held hie grain 
and every possible Influence wee need 
to stem the golden flow. An embargo 
w as placed on coarse grain to atlow 
w heat to flow to term inals. 
“But the producers saw the 
con­ 
gested sltuetion and, with financial 
obligations to meet with their grain, 
exerted every effort to market before 
an embargo would be called. 
Reed refused to consider that the 
low price and congestion was due to 
lack of demand but rather declared 
hundreds of millions of dollars that 
should have been available for pro­ 
ductive effort were tied up In hoarded 
grain that filled the terminals to capa- 
city .” 
“The grain w as hoarded 
by the 
m erchant and broker interests until 
the term inals w ere unable to receive 
and handle this year’s crops. 
Had 
this grain m oved into 
consumption 
our term inals would not have been 
congested.” 
T he farm leader Indicated he did 
not believe the promises of the repub­ 
lican party in the last presidential 
election w ere fulfilled. 
In referring 
to im plied prom ises o f th e party for 
higher grain prices he said the crop 
of 1928 w as hoarded in elevators so 
the public term inals this year would 
be glutted and the price beaten down. 
In discussing the recent “noble ex­ 
perim ent” of the farm board, Reed 
declared the days o f price fixing and 
M cN ary-H augenism are nearly return­ 
ed in the action o f the board in set­ 
ting m inim um prices on wheat and 
cotton.

D uluth, Minn., Oct. 29.—Limited ca­ 
pacity of term inal elevators was re­ 
sponsible for the grain congestion at 
M inneapolis, Duluth and Superior this

Budd pointed out

possible to provide storage facilities. 
The large hold-over of the 1928 cfop, 
power harvesting that threw the en­ 
tire crop on the m arket in a shorter 
span of tim e than usual and lack of 
foreign buying w ere named by Budd 
as other factors in causing the con­ 
gestion. 
The railw ay president declared that 
during A ugust and September north­ 
w est railroads had enough cars avail­ 
able to m ove all the grain but the un­ 
loading term inals were filled to capa­ 
city and the cars became tied up. 
The situation might have been much 
more acute, Budd said, if the farmers 
had not heeded the advice of the fed­ 
eral farm board to hold their crops 
for better prices.

the east, by th e issuance of the C ar­ 
negie 
F oundation’s

week, condem ning the em phasis, com ­ 
m ercialization and general m ethods of 
intercollegiate football. 
At Princeton students w ere 
found 
w ho even w ent so far as to discuss 
the possibility of a university in the 
fu tu re w ith no intercollegiate sports 
w hatsoever 
suggestions w hich (en 
years ago would have constituted the 
ran k est heresy. 
A t Colum bia U niversity the corres­ 
pondent found students unw illing to 
say w hich sport w as the m ore im port­ 
a n t — football w ith its big business 
m ethods and trem endous income, 
or 
rowing, w hich is a dead loss financi­ 
ally. 
They w ere inclined to put the 
two on a par, a t least, and there w as 
a lurking suspicion 
th a t 
the 
day 
m ight com e w hen the crew would out­ 
ran k the football squad in terest and 
esteem . 
Some fran k ly said th a t football w as 
an alum ni sport w hile crew belonged 
to the undergraduate. 
At both universities there was this 
underlying tone found on every hand: 
Football has been fostered 
to 
its 
present position largely through the 
efforts of the alum ni. 
They have had 
the money to pay for tickets, and in 
cases w here th ere have been abuses, 
to pay for players, for athletic scholar­ 
ships and in general act as “angels” 
for the sport. 
The 
undergraduate 
student bodies tak e no responsibility 
for this com m ercialization. 
They lay 
the blam e upon the alum ni. 
“B ut if the alum ni w ant to spend 
their m oney for football,” one student 
at Colum bia said, expressing an a tti­ 
tude w hich seem ed typical, “then let’s I 
let the alum ni do it. 
We will yell for 
the team and be glad of its success 
arid then we will ta k e ail the money 
m ade out of football and finance all
